at the headwatsrs of streams west ol the 
hundredth meridian may be regarded as 
the beginning of a vast scheme of gov 
ernmental reclamation. 
The 
region 


west of the hundredth meridian includes 
two-fifths of the national area. It is es- 
timated that there are in this district 
nearly 1,000,000 square miles that can 
bj mads productive with water, but we 
think this somewhat excessive. The 
schema asoms to bo practicable ad any- 
thing, almost, is with money enough to 
back it. No private combination could 
handle so vast a scheme and it needs 
the government to carry it out. 
The 


tillable area of the country will be in- 
creased by some thirty or forty per cent, 
if the great project is carried through. 
It is a marvelous undertaking but not 
too great for the giant of the nations to 
complete. California and Nevada will 
be enormous gainers if tho big project is 
carried out as contemplated. 


The Democratic National Committee 


is reported to be alarmed concerning 
the political outlook in Florida, owing 
to the continued extensive exodus of 
white voters to tho North.

cratic plurality in Florida at the last 
Presidential election was 0,735, 
the

KEPVJIX<ICAIIiS MUST GO. 


The War .Department at Ij\tt aiatle a 


Colltlcal Machine. 


WASHINGTON, September 28.—For the 


first time in the history of the country, 
an ofhoial order has been issued from 
the War Department directing certain 
military servants of the Government to 
use their official positions for political 
purposes. 


Some days ago the the Indianapolis 


Journal received a letter from a citizen 
of Rook Island, 111., in which he stated 
that a sister of his, the widow of a 
Union soldier, had been dismissed from 
her position in the arsenal there solely 
because she was a Republican's widow. 


The writer said that he had investi- 


gated the circumstances and was sure of 
the reason, because he had been fur- 
nished with absolute proof of the politi- 
cal nature of the appointing and dis- 
missing power, in the form of a cir- 
cular issued by the War Department. 


This circular was inclosed, and it was 


in such open violation of the spirit of 
the civil service law that the Indian- 
apoliii paper concluded that it must be 
bogus. Consequently it was forwarded 
to tho Journal's Washington corre- 
spondent with instructions to investigate 
its authenticity. 
The circular is as

inaugurated a series of cheers that out- 
lasted the maetiiig itself. The decora- 
tions of the grand stand and other plat- 
forms were on a scale of grand pro- 
fusion, and streamers were stretched in 
every direction. The escutcheons of 
the rations States were planted at in- 
tervening points along posts, and in the 
midst of these wero huge portraits of 
Harrison and Morton. The main plat- 
form from which the speakers addressed 
the meeting faced Grand street. On 
this sat the invited guests of the even- 
ing. 
Half a dozen bands played na- 


tiona' airs during the evening. Store- 
optical views -were also exhibited bear- 
ing on free trade and protection. 


President Humphrey, of the Harlem 


Club, welcomed the people from the 
main stand, while others were per- 
forming the same office aud introduc- 
ing speakers at the othar stands about 
tho grounds. 
He introduced Eton. J. 


B. Foraker, who addressed the people. 
Before he had finished there were cries 
of "Blaine! Hero comes Blaine!"—and 
when that gentleman appeared on the 
platform a scene of indescribable en- 
thusiasm followed. 
Cannon were fired, 


rockets burst in the air, the bands 
struck up "Hail to the Chief," and 
deafening cheers reut the air. 
* 


Tbe Chairman then introduced Blaine. 


He began his address by commending 
General Harrison's "remarkable ability 
in condensing a whole argument within 
the dimensions of a proverb." 
The 


same had been true of Franklin and of 
Lincoln. 
General Harrison's reference 


to the dogmotio free trade as "students 
of maxims and not of markets" had ex- 
posed in a sentence the fallacy of their 
economic creed. Blaine then went into 
history, and his speech dealt entirely 
with the record, of the high tariff and 
low tariff and the relative effect of each 
upon the country—the various tariff 
measures, from ihe first 111 1789 down to 
the issues of 1814 between Clay and 
Polk, after which the free trader Robert 
J. Walker, of Mississippi, became Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, nud uuder whom 
the protective tariff of 18i2 was cut 
down and the free-trade tariff of 18i6 
placed on the statute books. 


Jefferson's massages to Congress, in 


which he discussed the several methods 
of disposing of tho surplus, were cited 
iu comparison with the utterances of 
Cleveland on the samo subject, and at 
each juncture of tho national history 
where tariff issues were involved, Blame 
instituted comparisons between 
the 


Democrats of then and those of now, 
and hold up the disastrous results of 
1837 as a warning that the tariff should 
not then have been lowered, as it was, 
nor should it be now.
